common among professors. He says 
J know thy works, that thou art 
neither cold nor hot, I would thou 


wert cold or hot. 80 then; because 
thou art lnkewarm and neither cold 
nor hot, (but so nauseous and offen 
sive, that the Lord says] I will spe 
thee out of my mouth. Now history, 
as well as revelation, attests the fact 
that apathy towards missions is not 


only loathsome, but merits & curse 


like as Meroz, whose nialediction was 
emphatic ang woeful as it rang out in 
doleful sounds: Curse ye Meroz,” 
said the angel of the Lord: Curse 
ye bitterly the inhabitants thereof ; 


Hecanse ye came not to the help of the 


Lord, to the help of the Lord against 
the mighty.” Again, ind fference and 
nentrality towards missions cramp the 
muscles and fatally disease the life 
blood of the Church, and thus destroy 
her spiritual life and power. Such is 
the expansiveness of Christianity that 
it can't be limited in its energies or 
confined to local demands without in- 
jury and subsequent death.” The fol- 
lowing record is here worthy of con- 
sideration—that in Maryland thirty- 
two Baptist churches all declared 
themselves as opposed to foreign mis- 
$ions except two. Within a few years 
the thirty against missions dwindled 
down to seven or eight feeble ones, 
whilst the two that maintained an ag- 
gressive spirit and contributed for the 
advancement of foreign missions be- 
came prosperous, great in influence 
and power. What is the lesson to be 
learned here? The purpose of God is 
tho salvation of the world and the 
churches lacking a missionary spirit had 
failed of the end of their existence, 
and God removed their candlestick 
(lamp) out of his place. They, there- 
fore, who may put their light under 
limitation of shining only in the 
sphere of home fields —whilst the 
world beyond perish, must not be 
surprised to meet the same fate of 
their light becoming darkness and 
subsequent death. Matt. vi, 27. 

Old Peter Cartright, a flery preacher 
of early American Methodism, said when 
dying: Give the gospel a fair chance. 
A fair chance is demanded that the word 
of the Lord may have free course and 
be glorified, To oppose ib by indiffer- 
ence is now-a-days one of the worst 
foes—a woeful enemy against Christian 
missions. 

Again, indifference is a disease that 
not only vitiates and debilitates the 
spiritual manhood, sapping its vigor 
and health, but is likewise infectious. 
Its poison spreads abroad aim- 
ing to effect whatever comes in its 
contact. Take a robust and healthy 
person, let him be sometime housed 
with an invalid, subsequently he will 
and es, and by ab- 
diseased. 
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the meantime absorbing their ills in 
return and probably shortening life. 
If, according to the laws of anso0cia- 
tion and assimilation, even in plant 
and as well as in social life, good may 
be derived, yet remember the same 
holds as logical in the potency and 
activity of evil influences; hence” St. 
Paul's quotation from an old Greek 
poet is as pertinent now, as « cantion 
as then, Evil commnnications, cor- 
rupt good manners. Ist Cor. xv, 33. 
Recent results have established the 
fact that the lives of hospital nurses 
though availing themselves of all 
the latest advantages of all sani 
tary and medical science, are pecn- 
larly affected by constant contact 
with the suffering and variously 
dizeazed. Can it be otherwise there- 
fore, when our Churches give so much 
liberty to the spiritnally indifferent, that 
too often taint and dizaffect even our 
ministry, for even as sad as may be- 
the Itinerancy is not free from this 
poison any more than the Laity, and 
wherever apparent shanld be eliminat- 
ed and destroyed, as a malady as vici- 
ons and pntrescent as the leprosy 
slowly mortifying the whole body. 
Another evil of indifference is its 
cowardice and hypocrisy—frequently 
axsnming the attitude of nentrality. 
It wonld not by any means appear as 
any other than as « friend to the cause 
of Christ—sailing under the color of a 
Christian by profession, not doing 
mnch but wishing well, althongh 
lethargic and neutral. In fact such s 
one 18 & nonenity as far as Christiani- 
ty may be concerned, for he is want- 
ing in character, personality and life. 
In fact, the neutral is not fit for any 
sphere of human activity either in the 
«oc1al or spiritual world. Is not this 
iUnstrated by that incident which oe- 
enrred during the reformation, when 
hecanse Erasmus did not associate 
limseN with Luther or Rome, but ap- 
peared as nentral—the Romish Priest 
hanged and burned him in effigy in- 
dicating thereby that he was neither 
fit for heaven or hell. Therefore let 
the Church heed the call to redemp- 


tion—Awake, awake, put on thy 
strength; put on thy beautiful gar- 
ments, 0 Jerusalem. During the

Wo will name the school after the do- 
nor, and pat you in direct communi⸗ 
cation with the teachers and people. 
Every local auxiliary missionary socie- 


ty could easily immortalize and 
vitalize itself by becoming the 
patron of one of these 
schools. Let us hear favorably from 


you early, brethren. I should be very 
happy to christen at an early date an 
Abraham Lincoln-Gaines Academy, or a 
J. A. Lindsay High School, or a ©. C. 
Cargile College, or the Alabama Dr. 


Newsome School. I appeal to the 
young men. Hundreds of them 


are doing well and are ornaments to 
African Methodism. Let me hear from

blowing the brush. All brushes and 
combs should be kept in the dressing 
cage, or in a bag 80 as to keep them as 
much as poss[ble from the dust. Ivory 
that has become yellow from age or 
usage may be whitened by « good rub- 
bing with fine sand paper or molst pow- 
dered pumice stone. 

Tortoise shell combs or ornaments 
that have lost their polish may be 
renovated by rubbing them with finely 
powdered rotten stone mixed with » 
little olive oll. The rotten stone 8shou 
be sifted through a piece of fine muslin 
before mixing it with the oil. When 
all marks are removed polish again 
with a piece of very soft chamois 
leather and a little jeweler's rouge. 

Dust may de removed from velvet 
much more thoroughly and expeditious- 
Iy by rubbing with a plece of craps 
rather than by using a brush, although 
It be a soft one. 
| Glass Which has become dull may be 
| brought back to its original brightness 
| by washing with diluted hydrochloric 
| acid and afterward rubbing with moist 
| chalk or Whiting. 

Marble may be cleaned with common 
dry salt, which requires no prepara- 
| tion, but may be rubbed directly in the 
| Solled gurface, leaving the marble beau- 
tikully clean. Alabaster may be washed 
with soapsuds. If stained, whitewash 
the stalns and let it remain for several 
hours, then clean it off, Take the 
finest quality of ground pumice stone 
and mix it with verjuice; let it stand 
two hours, then take a sponge and rub 
the alabaster with the mixture. Wash 
it with a linen cloth and fresh water, 
and dry It with clean linen rags. 

To clean brass and copper a mixture 
of oil and rotten stone applied with a 
plece of leather and then rubbed bright 
with clean chamois skin will give a 
beautiful polish. Furniture to be pol- 
ished should be washed with soap and 
water, little by little, and each little 
quickly dried. Afterward the cream 
should be applied. Here are two good 
recipes. Boil thoroughly in a gallon 
of water one pound of  beeswarx, four 
ounces of soft soap and two ounces of 
pearl ash; the second, which should 
be made at least a day before it is used. 
is compounded by melting together at 
a gentle heat eight parts of white wax, 
two of resin, and half a pint of turpen- 
tine, Pour into a jar, shake it well, 
and add six parts of rectified oil of tur- 
pentine. 

A careful housekeeper is frequently 
troubled by the tannin stains in fine 
china teacups. They may usually be 
removed by rubbing them with a little 
whiting on flannel. Salt will have the 
same effect, but it sometimes scratches 
very fins ware. 

To clean wall paper use bread about 
a day old. If the paper is only dusty, 
flick and rub it with a soft yarn mop 
If It is marked with grease, hold a piece 
of blotting paper over the spot with a 
hot flat iron for a few moments. 

Rubbing silver or plated eggspoons 
with a little liquid ammonia and salt 
will remove the discoloration caused by 
the sulphur in the egg. The very best 
way to clean mirrors and windows is 
to rub them with a paste of Whiting 
and water, When this dries © polish 
with chamois skin and remove the 
powder. A little alcohol in cold water 
also gives a brilliant polish. Soapsuds 
should never be used. 

When grease hes been spilt upon 
matting, apply powered French chalk 
and benzine. Cover the grease with 
the chalk and sprinkle lightly with the 
benzine. When the latter has evap- 
orated, brush off the chalk, and the 
spot will also vanish. When grease 
is split- on wooden flooring, cold water 
should immediately be poured over it. 
This hardens it so that t can easily be 
scraped away, otherwise it sinks in and 
repeated scrubbing will not get rid of 
it.

What Is the Necessity of the Young 
Ministers of the A. X. k. 
Church Aspiring !

Let us then be up and doing, 
With a heart for any fate, 
Still achieving, still pursuing, 
Learn to labor and to wait. 

There has been a time when these 
words were golden and productive of 
renewed energy and efforts to achieve, 
but it is fast becoming different, for 
young men have waited and waited 
till patience cases to be a virtue. We 
have been told by the fathers of the 
Church to aspire to achieve greatness, 
make men of ourselves. Snch advice 
has not been withheld from us, and 
being encouraged by the fathers, we 
have labored, toiled. wept, _ went 
where there was nothing and left 
something; and yet when one thinks 
of the Presiding Eldership, or of filling 
some of the larger appointments, it is 
said by these same fathers, who are 
constantly telling us to aspire, he is 
too ambitions, he will not do,” etc. I 
do not mean this article to be reflective 
at all, but let ns see what can the 
young ministry of the A. M. E. church 
aspire to? First, the Bishops are at 
the head of the church government, 
and any man, young or old, has the 
right to aspire to the Bishopric and to 
work to that end, in any honorable 
way, but the fact stares us in the face 
that all great men cannot be Bishops. 
Then if all great men cannot be Bish- 
ops, there must be other positions in 
the Church for the young aspirant to 
fill. Secondly comes the general offi- 
ces. Well; there are only nine of 
them, so you see that there is not 
room enough there for them. Third- 
ly comes the Presiding Eldership. 
Of course, all cannot be Fresiding 
Elders, but all Presiding Elders should 
be broadhearted, not narrow and self- 
conceited. As it has been clearly dem- 
onstrated that all cannot be bishops and 
general officers, but many can be Pre- 
Siding Elders, we pause just here to 
note the qualifications that one should 
possess to fill this position, and after 
careful consideration sum them np as 
follows: A presiding elder shonld be 
experienced, he should be fatherly, he 
should be manly enough to allow men 
to differ with him, he should be an 
able exponnder of the Word of God, 
he should be able to fill any position 
in the Church, even down to a mis- 
sion. But lo! to our surprise we find 
all over the connection some men in 
the office who are unfit for it. There 
are some in the office who cannot pas- 
tor a mission successfully. Some who 
have never been obedient themselves 
and yet they expect to rule over oth- 
ers. The young minister, laboring in 
the hottest part of the battlefield reads 
his Bible—his eye rests upon these 
words: He that is faithful in ts 
least is faithful in much, but he al- 
ways as an opportunity to show him - 
self faithful in the least and never/ in 
much, because he does not get the 
much. Now, it has been said that 
He that would command must learn 
to obey, and he that would rule must 
first prove his qualification by serv- 
ing. But we have men in this great 
office who have not proven themselves 
faithful in the least, becanse they 
never have the least given them, and 
when they find that they cannot gag 
men and lead them where they (the 
Presiding Elders) would, they call the 
men unfaithful and unruly, simply be- 
cause they (the Presiding Elders) have 
not learned to serve, therefore cannot 
rule. Then, there is a class that will 
take to the Episcopal rooms and there 
knife their brethren, their wives and 
children. Complaints need not be 
made, because, if yon complain, it will 
be said that you are too fast and too 
ambitions. We have hundreds of poor 
men, who,in trying to care for their 
families, fall into debt, and year after 
year à Judiaary Committee is appoint- 
ed, they go before it and give their 
notes to pay at à certain time, and 
when they receive their appointments, 
and disappointments, they find that 
that note must come against them at 
the next Conference. Poor fellows, 
they have shown themselves faithful 
in the least and only the least is given 
them. Then there are some Presiding 
Elders who plac@their men -only to 
«nit their own pecuniary desires, that 
is if they find that a brother is suc- 
cexsful in raising the Presiding Elder's 
assessment, he is put into the best 
charge, regardless of his other quatift- 
cations. These things should not be 
We have hundreds of young men, who 
are afraid to speak their opinions be- 
cause of the threats of Presiding 
Elders. Then there is a class who, 
after they get their assessment, re- 
gardless of how much time they have 
and how bad the people may desire 
them to remain, will leave, if the 
assessment is raised at one collection 
they will not preach again, Then 
there some who never visit the mission 
points on their districts, but always go 
where the assessment is a pretty good 
sum. The borders of our beloved 
Bethel will never be extended so long 
as this condition of affairs exists. G0 
ye into all the world and preach my 
Gospel to every creatnre” seems to not 
have been spoken to many of the 
Presiding Elders of this day and time. 
We need Presiding Elders who will 
strive to lead their men, not drive 
them. We need Presiding Elders 
who will have manhood enongh to al- 
low the men nnder them to express 
their opinions. We need Presiding 
Eldefs who are able and willing to 
pastor «mall cirenits and missions. Tt 


certainly seems that our Bishops have 
fhoughtthat if AFis class of men who 
have done Tittle else but preside, were 


taken down that they wonld not serve 
but would prove that He who has 
been faithful in much to his own inter- 
terests, will not be faithful in the 
least to the interest of the Church.“ 
There are men in Georgia, who have 
presided for twenty years and when 
not presiding they were given station- 
that paid as much as districts. I 
wonder would these great (?) men of 
our Church kick ont of the traces if 
they were sent to a circuit or mission. 
Well, T expect they wonld, and they 
could not be reasonably blamed, be- 
canse they have been told that they are 
the greatest men in Conference and 
the greatest men always think that 
they have no business in a small 
place, and, you know when they would 
not go to & mission to hold a Quarterly 
Conference, 
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ence gives them a sidall pittance, 
Poor fellow,“ and that is 


he finds himself, he is toiling on « 
mission Somewhere. Having written 
profusely along this live, I will now pass 
do speak of the men in the large ta- 


whenever he gets there, he generall 
passes around till he gets them all — 
then what is there for him? Why he 
must be made Presiding Elder, of 
course, and there he stays till God 
takes him to heaven. Now, Mr. Edi- 
tor, we are all studying theology, and 
the more enlightenment, the more 
strife we are going to have. Educs- 
tion lifts ap and the minds of the 
young men are being lifted np, and 
though little is being said, now and 
then a sound of distant thunder is 
heard, but unless this state of affairs 
ceases to exist soon the storm will 
burst upon us in all its fury. If we 
can not have these things, we need 
not aspire, just as well quit aspiring 
now. 
This article is not intended to be in 
any way reflective, nor is it written in 
a rebellious spirit, but simply to put 
the fathers on notice that the young 
men are taking their advice, that is, we 
are aspming, we want your places, we 
want 9 to have ours for awhile and 
prove t6 the world that you are willing 
to go into all the world and preach 
His gospel to every creature from a 
mission to a district. 
We have a pleasant task; 

We know there is no rest,
